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Report of the Board of Education 
For the Year Ending Feb. 15, 1898. 


The Board of Education respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing report of schools for the past year. We have tried 
to reduce the salaries of the teachers, agreeable to the ex- 
pressed wish of some of the taxpayers, and in order to do 
this, have been obliged to change teachers in some schools. 

The Pond street school has been taught by Miss Myra 
M. Day of this town. This has been the fourth year of 
her experience with this school; we hope she will hold 
the position many years to come. Miss Day has the 
ability to make the schoolroom pleasant and home like; 
and she adds many attractive exercises to the routine of 
school life. 

Miss Bertha Still of Haverhill, Mass., was engaged for 
her third year at Rowe’s Corner school. Owing to the 
illness of Miss Still, Miss Edith Green substituted two 
weeks of the spring term. The scholars have shown 
marked improvement, especially in reading and geogra- 
phy. We regret that some of the pupils did not attend 
the winter term on account of the distance to the school. 

The spring term of the Village school was taught by 
Miss M. E. Bemis with her usual success. Miss. Lillian 
S. Kimball of Newton Junction succeeded Miss Bemis; 
she taught the fall and part of the winter term, when sick- 
ness compelled her to resign. Her Normal School training 
and several years experience have made her a successful 
instructor, and the school was very satisfactory under her 
tuition. Miss Persis L. Clement, of Merritnac, labored 
hard to fill the place of Miss Kimball the last four weeks 
of the winterterm. | 

Miss Lillian S. Kimball taught the spring term at the 
Junction. Miss C. M. Swain, of Wilmington was teacher 
during the rest of the year. Miss Swain combined firm- 
ness and gentleness in her management of the school,

these qualities added to pleasant methods of teaching 
made her school work interesting and profitable. 


Miss Carrie M. Allen continued in charge of the High 
School during the spring term. She labored hard for the 
advancement of the pupils in their studies. At the close 
of the term the second class to graduate, sixteen in num- 
ber, entertained their parents and friends with an interest- 
ing program of Essays, Declamations and Recitations. 


Miss Allen was succeeded by Miss Bertha Foote who 
came to us highly recommended, and the school showed 
marked improvement under her unremitting labor. At 
the Christmas Holidays she resigned to accept a more 
lucrative position in Everett, Mass. Mr. N. F. Abbott 
was secured to fill the vacancy. 


Mr. Abbott is a graduate of Dartmouth College and an 
experienced teacher. Under his wise management the 
school made rapid improvement in their studies and 
amendment in their behavior. 


The Board of Education are painfully aware of the 
great difficulty experienced in holding the services of 
competent teachers owing to the shortness of the school 
year and comparitively low wages’ paid. 

We frequently hear disparaging comparisons of our 
schools with those of Merrimac, Haverh.ll and other pla- 
ces, where the salary of one teacher is as much as the 
whole amount of school money expended in Newton. 
The last teacher of the High school remarked that the 
pupils here were as good scholars and as good reasoners 
as any he had taught in schools of the same grade. We 
feel that in accepting the trust of superintending the ed- 
ucation of the youth of our town we have responsibilities 
_more, and perhaps greater, than providing books and 
teachers, we earnestly wish that principles of good citi- 
zenship, good morals and honesty should be inculcated, 
therefore the Board have felt called upon to demand rep- 
aration for the destruction of school property in one sec- 
tion of the town. We would again call attention to the 
fact that a building for the High School is an imperative 
need.
